Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments provided by Applicant are not 
persuasive. Applicant argued that Harold's trays 12,13 are not configured to be stacked in an interchangeable order. The language said 
"configured" so the trays 12,13 of Harold are configured to do so if one wishes to stacked tray 12 on tray 13 because tray 12 has a flat 
bottom, thus, can be placed on tray 13's top surface. Whether it is unstable, undersirable or not, those trays are configured to be stacked 
if one wishes to stack them due to the structure of those trays which can allow stackability. Even if not, it is notoriously well known in the 
art to have containers stacked on top of one another to for a vertical array of containers for planting in order to save space. Furthermore, if 
not tray 12 stacked on tray 13, another tray of similar configuration as that of tray 13 can be employed since it would be obvious to 
duplicate container for building the array. Applicant also argued that if modified to permit nesting of planter trays, it would eviscerate the 
particular features as taught by Harold. Modifying Harold's with Powell for the teaching of nesting trays for storage purpose does not 
eviscerate because it is just nesting for storage purpose and nothing more. Nesting containers/trays are so well known for storage 
purpose and there are tons of containers/trays/pots that are builts with nesting features but yet still have the main structural features to 
create a terrace or vertical array formation. In conclusion, the final still stands. 
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
